Of  religion  he  would  only  say  that 
he  high  day  of  science  seemed  to  be 
the  low  day  of  the  churches,  potot- 
tog  out  that,  to  London,  of  tSMjOOO 
people  only  1,000.000  were  .said  t/>  be 
churchgoers.  At  the  same  time  he 
stated  that  the  .standards  of  morality 
and  htunanltarianism  had  risen  de- 
cidedly to  the  last  centtiry. 

Questioned  about  Fa.scl.sm.  and  the 
state  of  alTalrs  in  Sp.itn  and  Italy, 
Professor  McCal)e  frankly  expres.spd 
the  opinion  that  In  these  two  coun- 
tries there  wa.s  a  doiraa  of  reversion 
to  a  darker  age.

sciences  dl.scoveries  becomtntr  mo- 
nopolized for  the  good  of  the  few  if 
the  community  fulfilled  their  politi- 
cal duty  of  demanding  that  such 
benefits  be  turned  to  the  benefit  of 
the  people  to  general.
